business i» conducted on a basis of credi 
extending over long periods, it is of the 
uttermost importance that money, wbic) 
is tho measure of all equities, should b 
kapt unchanging in value through time. 


Speaking of the causes assigned for th 


demouetiztlion of silvor, llr. Jones says 


It was then announced with all the dog 


matism of authority that silver was unfit t 
'be used as money. Defects were suddenly 
discovered iu it that the scrutiny of thr«f 
thouaacd years had failed to discloae. 
Its 


weight and bulk were found to ba insnper 
able ob staoles to its use as money. Vet thi 
specific gravity oE silver is no greater noi 
hau it has been for all the age B dnrin 
which it has been used as money by a' 
mankind, nor is it any heavier of mor 
bulky than it was in 1851 or 1857, wh» 


•Belgium, Germany and Austria demons 


• tized gold and made the "heavy," "bulky," 


and "inconvenient" metal, silver, the!

THE TBUE MONEX STANDABD. 


The true money standard of any country 


s not the material of which the money is 
made. Tbe standard is not a concrete 
object, bat a numerical relation.

relation between (he number of units com 
losing the monetary circulation of the 
lountry and tbe cumbers of the popul 
;ion. 
POSSIBLE EFFECT OP BEDEMPTION IN BULL- 


ION. 


In order to see the effect of the redemp 


tion of these Treasury notes in bullion, we 
iave but to look 01 the possibilities of tbe 
itnation. Supposing there were in the 
Treasnry $300,000,000 worth of that bnll 
ion, which, by the taking np, little by little 
and month by month, of the amount no' 
used in the arts, would be taken by thi 
Treasury at or about par.

preaching panic or otherwise, $100,000,OOC 
af tbe Treasury notes were suddenly pre 
rented for redemption, and canceled, am 
the bullion as suddenly pnt on tbe market 
what would it be worsb?

In thi 
case under consideration, the result wonlc 
be that tbe silver remaining in the Treasury 
would not bring one-fonrth the sunl neces 
sary to redeem the outstanding TreusnrL 
notes, so that not only would a heavy los 
result to the Government, but, by reason 
of the Bndden and set Urns contraction o 
the money volume, an infinitely grcate 
loss would result to all tbe people. 


ould^be as favorable to the bi-metalic 
ntereat, tit the'' present statute, , even 
xecnted as it ia under the minimum limit, 
nless it would be one with sbsolnte legal 
ipney redemption and strict proviiion'for 
he prevention of purchased bullion being 
laced again upon tbe market, either at 
ome or abroad. A« this would necesnitate 
the coinage of tba purchases, or the greater 
ait of them, for redemption. pnrpoieB, 
tere wonU be nothing gained or .lost to 
ither side and it would only be a round- 
boot me tho:! of arrivfng ut tha same 
esnlt that would be attained by the direct 
ompalsory coinage of the lame amount 
t metal.

charge; but it shall be lawful to refuse any 
deposit of lets value than $100,' 


The House silver bill was taken up and 


Wolcott addressed the Senate making bio 
maiden speech iu favor of free coinago and 
severely criticized the attitude of the Ad- 
ministration toward silver. 


Mitchell addressed the Senate on the 


general merita of the speech and in the 
course of his remarks declared . that any 
Administration which would set itself up 
agaiast the free and unlimited coinage of 
the silver dollar would be as it deserved to 
be hurled from power. 


On motion of Plumb section three of the 


Act of 1876 authorizing tbe coinage of- tbe 
standard silver dollar and restricting its 
legal tender character was adopted as a 
new section to oome in as section two. 


Beagan offered the following amendment 


aa a substitute for sections three, four and 
five. Section three, that the certificates 
provided for in. this Act shall be of tbe de- 
nominations of not less than one, nor more 
than one hundred dollars, and such certifi- 
cates shall be redeemable in coin of stand- 
ard value. A sufficient snm to carry out 
the provisions of this Act is bereby appro- 
priated out of any money in the Treasury 
not otherwise appropriated, The provision 
in section one of the Act of February 28, 
1878, which requires the Secretary of the 
Treasury to purchase at the market price 
not lets than two nor more than four mill- 
ion dollars worth of silver bullion per 
month, ia bereby repealed. 
After a long 


discussion it was modified at the sugges- 
tion of Eustis by adding the words: "And 
all silver certificates already issued," and 
as so modified it was agreed to, yeas 31, 
nays 22. Plumb moved to inaert the fol- 
lowing as an additional section: "Owners 
of bullion deposited for coinage shall have 
the option to receive coin or its equivalent 
in certificates provided for in'this Act and 
such bullion shall be coined." Agreed to 
without division. Tbe bill was then re- 
ported to the Senate, and all amendments 
agreed to in the Committee of tbe Whole 
were agreed to in tne Senate, yeas 40, nays 
26.
